This 
acclaim came at a crucial moment in his career and the 
direction of British overseas exploration, and led to his 
commission in 1/66 as commander of HM Bark 
Endeavour for the first of three Pacific voyages.

On 25 May 1768, the Admiralty commissioned Cook to 
command a scientific voyage to the Pacific Ocean. The purpose 
of the voyage was to observe and record the 1769 transit of 
Venus across the Sun which, when combined with observations 


from other places, would help to determine the distance of the 
sun. Cook, at age 39, was promoted to lieutenant to grant him 
sufficient status to take the command. For its part, the Royal 
society agreed that Cook would receive a one hundred guinea 
gratuity in addition to his Naval pay.

Shortly after his return from the first voyage, Cook was 
promoted in August 1771 to the rank of commander. In 1772, he 
was commissioned to lead another scientific expedition on 
behalf of the Royal Society, to search for the hypothetical Terra 
Australis. On his first voyage, Cook had demonstrated by 


circumnavigating New Zealand that it was not attached to a 
larger landmass to the south. Although he charted almost the 
entire eastern coastline of Australia, showing it to be continental 
in size, the Terra Australis was believed to lie further south. 
Despite this evidence to the contrary, Alexander Dalrymple and 
others of the Royal Society still believed that a massive 
southern continent should exist

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Education in Australia 


Education in Australia is compulsory between the ages of four, five, or six and fifteen, sixteen or 
seventeen, depending on the state or territory and the date of birth. 

For primary and secondary education, government schools educate approximately 60 per cent of 
Australian students, with approximately 40 per cent in non-government schools. At the tertiary level, the 
majority of Australia's universities are public, and student fees are subsidised through a student loan 
program where payment becomes due when debtors reach a certain income level. 


Underpinned by the Australian Qualifications Framework, implemented in 1995, Australia has adopted a 
national system of qualifications, encompassing higher education, vocational education and training 
(VET), and school-based education. For primary and secondary schools, a national Australian Curriculum 
has been progressively developed and implemented since 2010. 


Preschoo/and pre-prep programmes in Australia are relatively unregulated and are not compulsory.[34] 
The first exposure many Australian children have to learn with others outside of traditional parenting is 
daycare or a parent-run playgroup. This sort of activity is not generally considered schooling, as 
preschool education is separate from primary school in all states and territories, except Western 
Australia where pre-school education is taught as part of the primary school system and Victoria where 
the state framework, the Victorian Early Years Learning and Development Framework (VEYLDF) covers 
children from birth to 8 years old, is used by some schools over the national framework. 


10,584 registered schools were operating in 
Australia in 2019, of which 7,092 were government 
schools. As of 2019, government schools educated 
65.4% of all students. In 2017, there were just under 
282,000 teachers in Australian primary and 
secondary schools. Of the non-government schools, 
nearly two-thirds were Catholic schools The major 
part of government-run schools’ costs is met by the 
relevant state or territory government. The Australian 
Government provides the majority of public funding 
for non-government schools, which is supplemented 
by states and territories. 


A secondary school describes an institution that provides secondary education and also usually includes 
the building where this takes place. Some secondary schools provide both lower secondary education 
(ages 11 to 14) and upper secondary education (ages 14 to 18), i.e., both levels 2 and 3 of the ISCED 
scale, but these can also be provided in separate schools. 


In the U.S., the secondary education system has separate middle schools and high schools. In the UK, 
most state schools and privately-funded schools accommodate pupils between the ages of 11-16 or 
11-18; some elite UK private schools, i.e. public schools, admit pupils between the ages of 13 and 18. 
Secondary schools follow on from primary schools and prepare for vocational or tertiary education. 
Attendance is usually compulsory for students until age 16. The organisations, buildings, and 
terminology are more or less unique in each country. 


Lower secondary education 


First stage of secondary education building on primary education, typically with a more subject-oriented 
curriculum. Students are generally around 12-16 years old. 

Upper secondary education 

Second stage of secondary education and final stage of formal education for students typically aged 
16-18, preparing for tertiary/adult education or providing skills relevant to employment, usually with an 
increased range of subject options and streams. 


There are 43 universities in Australia: 40 Australian universities 
(36 public and 4 private) and 3 international private universities. 
The Commonwealth Higher Education Support Act 2003 sets out 
three groups of Australian higher education providers: 
universities, other self-accrediting higher education institutions, 
and state and territory accredited higher education institutions.

Aboriginal Australians arrived on the continent at least 60,000 years ago and developed complex 
hunter-gatherer societies and oral histories. Dutch navigators led by Abel TASMAN were the first 
Europeans to land in Australia in 1606, and they mapped the western and northern coasts. They named 
the continent New Holland but made no attempts to permanently settle it. In 1770, English captain 
James COOK sailed to the east coast of Australia, named it New South Wales, and claimed it for Great 
Britain. In 1788 and 1825, Great Britain established New South Wales and then Tasmania as penal 
colonies respectively. Great Britain and Ireland sent more than 150,000 convicts to Australia before 
ending the practice in 1868. As Europeans began settling areas away from the coasts, they came into 
more direct contact with Aboriginal Australians. Europeans also cleared land for agriculture, impacting 
Aboriginal Australians’ ways of life. These issues, along with disease and a policy in the 1900s that 
forcefully removed Aboriginal children from their parents, reduced the Aboriginal Australian population 
from more than 700,000 pre-European contact to a low of 74,000 in 1933. 


Four additional colonies were established in Australia in the mid-1800s: Western Australia (1829), 
South Australia (1836), Victoria (1851), and Queensland (1859). Gold rushes beginning in the 1850s 
brought thousands of new immigrants to New South Wales and Victoria, helping to reorient Australia 


away from its penal colony roots. In the second half of the 1800s, the colonies were all gradually 
granted self-government, and in 1901, they federated and became the Commonwealth of Australia. 
Australia contributed more than 400,000 troops to Allied efforts during World War |, and Australian 
troops played a large role in the defeat of Japanese troops in the Pacific in World War Il.
